Castle  Or  College? 


WITHIN  THE  SMALL  HAMLET  of  a  provincial  midwestem  toum  there 
remains  to  this  day  a  school  of  higher  learning.  This  school  is 
much  like  its  namesake  in  Germany  in  several  interesting  facets. 
Wartburg  (be  it  castle  or  college)  has  a  formidable  wall  for 
protection  or  isolation.  The  castle  fortress  is  of  stone  and  mortar 
while  the  college's  ivory  tower  is  constructed  of  lofty  ideals. 

Within  the  Wartburg  in  Iowa  there  exists  a  mock-,  neo-  or  sub- 
society  ( do  not  confuse  these  terms  with  the  theorists'  words  "healthy 
educational  environment,"  for  they  describe  the  same  thing).  This 
society  has  much  in  common  with  the pre-Reformation  feudal  systems. 

Our  lord  recently  made  a  pilgrimage  to  the  dark,  mysterious 
and  pagan  continent  of  Africa.  Although  no  conversions  were  accounted for, 
the  crusade  was  termed  "successful"  for  it  suffered  no  casualties. 

The  peons  (frosh),  vassals  (sophs),  peasants  (juniors),  and  pages 
(seniors)  struggled  for  survival.  Perhaps  our  struggle  is  far  less 
physical  than  our  forefathers'  but  it  is  real. 

Just  as  they  tilled  the  land  with  crude  implements  to  produce 
an  occasional  rotten  potato,  the  student  today  cultivates  his  mind 
with  crude  "educational  tools,"  trying  to  produce  a  certificate. 

Although  Catholicism  was  widespread,  many  feudal  societies  indulged 
in  sadistic  rituals.  Lately,  much  to  the  dismay  of  sociologists,  a 
recurrence  of  archaic  rites  has  appeared  on  campus.  A  group  of  young 
men  carry  a  nude  body-sheeted  male  and  then  begin  a  ceremony  of  chants 
and  laughter.  It  seems  quite  primitive. 

The  knights  of  old  saw  their  duty  as  protecting  the  integrity, 
innocence  and  virginity  of  fair  damsels.  The  respected  knights  of  new 
(profs)  defend  dead  homosexual  novelists,  demented  scientists  and  white 
rats,  ruthless  politicians  and  alcoholic  philosophers. 

There  are  also  squires  found  in  the  school.  Although  they  are 
called  knights,  they  exhibit  their  talents  in  differing  forms  of  combat. 
A  short  while  ago  they  undertook  an  invasion  of  Kansas  City.  Though 
they  fought  gallantly  (in  the  tradition  of  old)  they  were  defeated  and 
returned  quickly  to  the  ivory  tower.  Casualties  were  nil  but  injuries 
suffered  were  enlightening:  one  bruised pride,  one  floor  bum  and 
eight  hangovers. 

History  tells  us  of  a  middle-age  tradition  which,  when 
translated,  means  "outfly."  When  the  peasants  got  restless,  the  lord  and 
knights  allowed  them  to  fly  out  of  their  cottages.  This  tradition 
was  characterized  by  widespread  consumption  of  ale,  promiscuity  and, 
in  general,  a  complete  break  with  the  chains  that  bound  them.  There 
were  even  a  few  historical  moments  when  young  maidens  gathered  to  melt 
down  their  chastity  belts  and  then  recast  them  into  rings,  necklaces

and  other  alluring  ornaments.  It  is  a  demonic  miracle  that  such 
a  tradition  can  still  be  found  in  the  20th  century. 

The  governance  of  Wartburg  is  based  on  the  ancient  Chamber  theory. 
This  theory  purports  that  men,  throum  into  a  chamber  for  a  certain 
amount  of  time,  will  in  fact  change  the  status  quo.  The  highest 
chamber  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Parliamentary  Chamber.  Knoum  for  its 
diversified  and  esteemed  members,  EPC  can  and  does  change  the  state 
of  affairs.  Two  peasants  are  allowed  to  participate  at  the  round 
table  —  myself  and  another  whose  name  I've  misplaced.  His  neglect 
of  responsibility  to  the  other  vassals  is  shocking. 

Wartburg  of  today  has  one  advantage  over  its  ancestor.  It  has 
a  program  which  uses  the  Chrysaliferizing  approach.  In  laymen's  terms 
Chrysaliferizing  is  the  method  of  taking  a  moth,  letting  it  do 
whatever  it  wants,  and  presto!  —  in  a  year  and  a  half  you  have  a  self- 
realized,  self  actualized,  ethical,  moral  and  intellectual  moth.  As 
Bertolt  Brechtsaid,  "A  Moth's  a  Moth." 

One  final  comparison  we  must  indulge  in  is  that  of  individuals. 
A  serf  of  old  was  naive,  stupid,  sad  and  struggling  to  make  a  living. 
The  student  has  looked  past  the  ivory  wall  and  found  something  real. 

The  student  after  four  years  leaves  the  mock  society  behind,  a  chance 
the  serfs  never  got.  And  upon  looking  at  Wartburg,  students  now  and 
before  find  it  one  of  the  best  feudal  (futile)  systems  around.  —  Blair 
Anderson.

"The  Art  Of  Government  Lies  In  The 
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Art  Of 


Being  Honest" 


U.S.  Senator  Dick  Clark  invoked  the  name  of 
Thomas  Jefferson  as  he  tried  to  point  out  the  possibilities 
offered  America  in  the  wake  of  the  Watergate  Affair,  one  of 
the  big  events  of  the  1972-73  year. 

Addressing  Wartburg  College's  12lst  annual  Commencement, 
Senator  Clark  quoted  Jefferson's  advice  that,  "The  art  of 
government  lies  in  the  art  of  being  honest. " 

"It's  up  to  you  to  determine  the  future  direction  of  the 
country,"  he  said. 

"Further,"  he  said,  "Watergate  underlies  the  fact  that  the 
system  does  work  .  .  .  that  checks  and  balances  do  check 
and  balance. " 

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  investigation  of  the 
scandal  must  go  on.  "It  is  not  a  partisan  matter.  Both 
parties  realized  the  importance  of  getting  to  the  bottom  of 
Watergate,"  Senator  Clark  said. 

"Watergate,"  he  went  on,  "is  a  symbol  of  unrestrained  political 
power  —  power  that  has  been  growing  around  the  presidency 
since  the  New  Deal.  We  are  only  now  beginning  to  reap  the 
side-effects  —  the  arrogance  of  power,  an  arrogance  which  was 
apparent  before  this  administration,  particularly  in  foreign 
affairs  but  also  in  domestic  affairs. " 

Senator  Clark  pointed  to  the  continued  bombing  in  Cambodia 
as  a  case  in  point.  "Neither  Congress  nor  the  people  support 
the  bombing  of  Cambodia,  but  they  haven't  been  asked.  The 
only  justification  that  has  been  given  has  been  the  landslide 
victory  of  the  president. " 

"Watergate,"  he  continued,  "  serves  as  a  reminder  of  what 
happens  when  government  gets  away  from  the  people.  Now 
the  public  must  releam  trust  in  the  political  process. " 

Admitting  the  high  costs  of  political  campaigns.  Senator 
Clark  called  for  the  public  financing  of  elections.  "For 
$1  apiece,  you  can  prevent  public  officials  from  becoming 
dependent  upon  the  big  contributors  —  money 
which  always  has  strings  attached. " 

He  also  pointed  his  finger  at  the  American  public.  "Water- 
gate is  partially  your  fault.  In  the  last  election,  only  J)5 
per  cent  of  the  people  voted  which  means  that  just  a  little 
over  half  of  the  American  People  decided  the  future  of  this 
country. 

"Democracy  is  the  political  system  which  ensures  that  the 
people  get  no  better  or  worse  than  they  deserve. " 

Two  hundred  eighty-two  students  received  diplomas  following 
Senator  Clark's  address.  Alumni  citations  were  also  presented 
to  Earnest  Oppermann,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical  Education 
and  Head  Baseball  Coach  at  Wartburg;  the  Rev.  William  Adix, 
chaplain  of  Emanuel  Hospital,  Portland,  Ore.;  and  Wilbur  E. 
Flachman,  newspaper  editor  and  publisher  in  Westminister,  Colo.
